THE YANDERBILT DOMAIN.
The splendid country house which

Mr. G. W. Vauderbilt has been builing
near Ashevilie, N. C, is cow nearing
completion and he expects, so it is said,
to spend next Christmas in it. This
will probably be the finest country
place in America. The cost of the
building alone is reported to be some¬
thing like six million dollars. It is sur¬
rounded by a domain of nearly fifty
square miles of land, which Mr. Van-
derbilt has purchased, and a large por¬
tion of which is in forest.

bellished by fine residences.
